Cold storage stocks of butter in the Nation at the end of 
April were more than a fourth below that date in 1971. There 
were 131 million pounds of butter in cold storage on April 30, 
of which 97% million pounds were owned by the Govern- 
ment. Stocks of butter held by the Government were 38 per- 
cent less than a year ago. 


Total cheese in the Nation’s cold storage facilities at the — 


end of April were 1 percent under the previous year. Of the 
312 million pounds of cheese in cold storage on April 30, 
American cheese accounted for 247 million pounds. Stocks 
of American cheese were just slightly lower than a year ago. 
Swiss cheese stocks were down a third from April 30, 197] 
but supplies of all other cheese were up 4 percent. The Govern- 
iment owned 640,000 pounds of American cheese in cold 
storage at the end of April compared with 601,000 pounds a 
year earlier.

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MILK PRICE IN 
SEASONAL DECLINE 


Milk ‘prices received by Wisconsin farmers during Apri 
are expected to average $5.44 a hundredweight. This would 
be a seasonal decline of 6 cents from March but 18 cents 
above last year. In 1971 milk prices declined 4 cents from 
March to April. 

All milk sold in March averaged $5.50 a hundredweipht, 
up 2 cents from February and 20 cents more than a year en 
lier. Milkfat content for March averaged 3.72 percent. the 
same as in 1971], 

Producers for the Grade A market received an averape of 
$5.67 a hundredweight in March, a gain of 2 cents from Veb 
ruary and .14 cents above the previous year. Manufacturing 
grade milk, at $5.30 a hundredweight in March, was also

Preliminary estimates show that cash receipts for milk 
sold by Wisconsin farmers in 197) totaled over $973 million 
Income from milk sales in 1971 was 6 percent higher than in 
1970. Milk prices averaged 19 cents more in 1971 than a year 
eatlier and total pounds of milk sold from farms Increased 2% 


percent. 
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Of the 18,879 million pounds of milk produced on Wis- 
consin farms during 197], farmers marketed 97 percent and 
kept 3 percent for use on their farms. Milk production in 197] 
was almost 24% percent greater than in 1970 and the most 
since 1964, 

In the past ten years, the number of milk cows on Wis-

1971 ITALIAN CHEESE 
PRODUCTION HIGHER 


Production of Italian cheese itt Wisconsin during 1971 
totaled over'165 million pounds, up 7 percent from 1970. In 
the past ten years, Italian cheese production has increased 75 
percent. The 1971 output was three times as much as was pro- 
duced in 1957, Italian cheese accounted for 17 percent of all 
cheese made in Wisconsin during 1971 compared with 16 per: 
cent in 1970. 

Production of Mozzarella, a soft type cheese used in the 
pizza trade, increased 9 percent from 1970 to 1971. Since 
1957, Mozzarella has experienced the largest growth in pro- 


duction of any of the Italian’ varieties. The output of Moz- ' 


zarella in 1971 was eight times greater than in 1957 and 
neatly triple the amount produced in 1961 and 1964. Moz- 
zarella is by far the largest variety of Italian cheese made in 
Wisconsin, accounting for 55 percent.of the total production, 

Provolone production increased 1 percent from 1970 to 
1971 while all other hard type Italian cheeses gained 15 per- 
cent during that time. Provolone is the second leading variety 
of Halian cheese produced in the State, making up 20 percent 
of the total. It accounted for 46 percent of the hard type 
Halian cheeses produced in 1971, 

The production of hard types of Italian cheese in 1974 
wasup 8 percent from the previous year, Output of soft types 
increased almost 7 percent from 1970 to 1971. Soft types 
represented 57 percent of all Italian cheese produced in Wis- 
consin during 1971 compared with only 22 percent in 1957. 
Movzarella accounts for almost all of the soft Italian cheese 
production,

FIELD WORK PROGRESSING 
WITH BETTER WEATHER 


After.a slow start because of a very late spring, field work 
on Wisconsin farms began to accelerate during, the second 
weck of May as the weather improved, As of the first of May, 
less than 10 percent of the State’s oat acreage had heen seeded 
whereas in 1971 over halfof the oats was in by that date, With 
better cooperation from the weather, farmers worked tany 
hours daily to complete most of the oats by the middle of 
May and begin corn planting. About 10 percent of the corn 
acreage was planted by mid-May compared with 40 percent 
at that time a year ago. The western part of the State lial 
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made the most progress on corn planting as it was able to 
start field work earlier in the season than other areas. The 
north and east were particularly late in completing their. oats, 
and some farmers in those regions reported they would be 
planting oats and corn at the same time this year. 

Planting of potatoes, peas, sweet corn, and other vege- 
table crops also started late this season. Activity picked up 
considerably in the second week of May with the improve- 
ment in the weather. By mid-May most of the early potatoes 
were planted in the central area of Wisconsin while the north 
was moving along good. Most of the tobacco beds had bedn 
planted by the middle of May. Orchards had begun to bud. 
but were several days behind a normal schedule, oa 

Hay and pastures were slow in growing because of the 
cool temperatures during April and the first part of May. Sun- , 


ny and warmer weather after mid-May improved growth con- |. 


siderably as soil moisture had been adequate.. JRarmers init 
southern Wisconsin were quite concerned about the effects of 
winterkill on seedings. Old seedings especially suffered heavily 
and some fields had to be plowed up and reseeded. The north 
had a deep snow cover all winter and seedings survived well, 
there. Pastures were below a normal condition until sunshine 
and warimer temperatures after the middle of May allowed"")

Lower prices for milk, eggs, hogs, and beef cattle resulted 
in a 7 point decline in the prices received index for Wisconsin 
farm products from mid-March to mid-April. At 356 percent 
of the 1910-14 base, the index of prices received was 19 points 
(6 percent) above a year earlier, 

Steers and heifers averaged $30.50 a hundredweight for 
the month ending April 15, down $1.10 from March but $2.10 
higher than last year. Slaughter cows, at $23.50 a hundred- 
weight for April, were 50 cents less than the previous month 
but $2.50 more than mid-April 1971, 

Calves averaged $46.50 a hundredweight in April, the 
sane as March but $6.40 above a year ago. Calf prices have 
exceeded the previous year since March 1971 and have estab- 
lished record highs for each month, Sheep and lamb prices 
were Unchanged from March to April, At $5.90) a hundred- 
weight for mid-April, sheep were 80 cents under a year car- 
lier, Lambs averaged $27.00 a hundred weight on April 15, an 
increase of 50 cents from last year. ' 

Hogs averaged $22.50 a hundredweight for April, down 
60 cents from March but $6.20 higher than at mid-April 1971. 
This wag the seventh consecutive month that hog prices were 
above a year ago. 

Egg prices dropped 4 cents a dozen from March to April. 
Epes averaged 23 cents a dozen as of April 15, down 6 cents 
from the previous year and the lowest price for that date since 
1941, Turkeys brought 21 cents a pound liveweight in April, 
1 cent below March but | cent more than April 1971. 

Com prices advanced 2 cents a bushel from March to 
April. However, at $1.15 a bushel on April 15 corn was 30 
cents under a year earlier, Oats averaged 70 cents a bushel for 
April, a decline of 2 cents from March and 4 cents lower than 
the previous year. The mid-April soybean price of $3.35 a 
bushel was exceeded only by the price of $3.50 received in 
April 1948. Soybeans were up 20 cents from March to April 
and were 66 cents higher than on April 15, 1971.
